in the Executive Staff, Central Intelligence Group.

1# In accordance with, your oral instructions, a study of those intelli- 
gases functions psrtalnlng to security which are contained in the tentative 
organisation charts of the various Of flees of the Central Intelligence Group, 
appearing in the flats* aecet^psiyin:: the reference Administrative Order, has 
been cospleted. 

2« this study indicates that a Branch in cm of the 0,1.0. Offices 
is the principal C.I.G. Staff element charged with formulating overall 
Central Indulgence Group security policy and procedures for implementa- 
tion by the several Assistant Directors of Central Intelligence. It is 
believed that, trm an organisational viewpoint, such a Staf f element 
should more properly be placed un '.or the Executive Director of C.I.0 . In 
this connection, attention is invited to the fact that the Security Group 
of tbs War Department General Staff which is charged with the forsailation 
and procalgatlcn of War Bcpartasmt a jcurity policies and procedures end the 
supervision of their issplesantation throughout the rilitary eatablisheent, 
has recently been re-established and placed directly wider the Director of 
Intelligence of the War Depart*© at. 

3. It is, therefore, reco&msnded that: 

a. The Security Branch of the Office of Collect! on be eliminated. 

b« A Security Branch under the Executive Staff b* a otivated and 
charted on Plate So* h (appended to the cited Adhainiatrative Order) In 
tbs apace allotted to the former Control Branch of the 5j®«rutiv© Staff. 


It. the functions of the reooaeended Security Branch, directly under 
the Executive Director of the Central Intelligence Group, are shown below. 
The detailed Branch organisation chart in attached as Tab A hereto.

(2) Appropriate changes in function Wo* 6 of the Information 
Center Braneh end function Wo. 3 of the library Branch of the 
Office of Research and Evaluation should be made in order to ra&d 
substantially as that additional function recoemndad is (1) 
i»s»dlatsly above* 

d. Plate ih 

(1} Clasmge function to* 7 of the Assistant Director for 
Mstissdnatlan to read as follows* "In accordance with the 
overall security policies prescribed for the cealaral intelligence 
Group by the Security Branch of the Executive Staff, C.I.O., esta- 
blishes cod maintains classification and declass ;_f iration control 
procedures and appropriate as curl ty measures relative to the 
releasa of central jiitelllgsaoe and to the safeguarding of Its 
dissemination and distribution throughout the flatted States 
Government •* 

(2) tt» functions of the Intelligence Control Branch should 
be appropriately sedlfiad as indicated by the rsaoisendod revised 
function shown in (1) imsdistsly above* However, function Wo. 3, 
which is a security policy coordination matter, ;*hould be formulated 
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toy tbs Security Branch of tha Executive Staff, C.I.G. Bomrer, 
tha iraple Mentation of thle policy, when established, should toe 
allotted to the fnialligenoe Control Branch. 

6* It le believed that one or too professional personnel could 
discharge tha iscpleiamtation of security seasures in the various Offices 
of the Central Intelligence Group after they have been prescribed fey the 
reooisaendkd Security Branch of the Executive Staff. It is further believed 
that ^jproxiaataly tan professional personnel would be repaired to dis~ 
c ha rge the functions raeosssended for the Security Branch oC the Executive 
Staff, C.I.CU
